A _ radio commentary by the 
Voice of Vietnam，broadcast at 
about the same time as the 
Chinese ”withdrawal announce- 
ment，said that China's “large- 
scale invasion”had failed to teach 
Vietnam a lesson. The Chinese 
could not“fulfill their expansion- 
ist aims，it said. 

Analysts have said that one of 
Chinas aims in attacking Vietnam 
was to force Hanoito withdraw its 
troops from Cambodia. Viet- 
namese troops invaded Cambodia 
last December and toppled a 
government that had been one of 
Pekings allies， Hanoi has denied 
that ii has any troops in 
Cambodia. It says that country 


was “jiberated ”by Cambodian 


troops who had turned against the 
old government led by Pol Pot. 
Intelligence sources，however， 
have estimated that between 
120,000 and 150,000 Vietnamese 
troops are in Cambodia，waging a 


.guerrilla war with troops ljoyal to 


Pol Pot. The fighting there came 
to Thailand Sunday when forces 
of the Cambodian government 
backed by Vietnam chased about 
200 soldqiers loyal to Pol Pot across 
the Thai-Cambodian border at 
Aranyaprathet，about 190 miles 
east of Bangkok. 


AThai military spokesman said 


that the fleeing soldier stayed in 


Thailand for about three hours 
before returning to Cambodia. 
They were Probably unaware they 
had crossed theborder, he said.

Hanoi forces.But Thai residents 
along the border said they saw a

During the two-week conflict， 
neither China nor Vietnam offi- 
cially declared war.

Viet Reaps 
Profit from 
Refugees 


HONG KONG 一 The govern- 
ment of Vietnam is making money 
with its refugee scheme， said 
representative 下 lizabeth Holtz- 
man  (D-NY)， chairperson of 
House Judiciary Committee's 
Subcommittee on Refugees，after 


her tour of Southeast Asian 
nations、'She told reporters last 
week that the Vietnamese 
government collected an 


estimated $30 million from the 
refugees before thev fled the 
country， 
Holtzman， 
Hanoi，saidq Vietnamese officiajls 
denied any “collusion” with those 
receiving money. They admitted 
there was bribery among lower 
level officials, she reported. None- 
theless，she said，she believed the 
government of Vietnam was“sub- 
Stantially involved” with the 
racket of refugees. Some refugees 
told her that they spent a night in 
government quarters and were 
then escorted directly to the 
freighters the following morning. 
“There were reports the boats 
were actually docking in the ports 
and people were boardqing directly 
from Vietnamese ports,”she said. 
Holtzman said she will ask 
Washington to study the possibil- 
ity of speeding up the processing 
of refugees to the US. 加

Lee also ministered to 
the_ Taiwan athletes in Tokyo 
(1964)， Mexico City (1968)， 
Munich (1972)，Innsbruck (1976) 
and Montreal (1976). 

INTERNATIONAL 

Would he be interested in con- 
tinuing to minister to Chinese 
athletes under a new flagp“Sure， 
Some of my classmates in school 
are DOow in Peking and some are in 
Taiwan,. (Lee first ，attended 
Queens College in Hong Kong, the 
National Sun Yat-Sen University 
in Canton and completed his pre- 
med reqtuirements at UC Berkel- 
ey). The Chinese may need more 
doctors. If Peking needs me， I go 
to _ Peking. Im international,” he 
SayS. 

Lee is .delighted that Los 
Angeles has been chosen to host 
the Olympiad summer games in 
1984. He worked hard with other 
Southern _ California leaders to 
lobby for LA and Lee feels it is 
long overdue for a US city to host 
the summer Olympics， 

ENEMIES 

“The US hasnt had one since 
1932，After World War II，we 
were the most powerful nation， 


and youll notice that all our . 


former enemies 一 Japan， Italy， 
Germany 一 had Olympic games， 
Its about time for the US again.” 

Lee says there was quite a battle 
between New York . and Los 
Angeles before the vote was taken 
in Colorado Springs. 
spent maybe $200,000 and Los 
Angeles only about $20,000 (天 
lobbying efforts),”Lee said.“We 
barely won the vote.” 

He is very impatient with 工 A 
poljliticians ” who fought IAAS 
hosting the games on the grounds

China's athletes _ are trained 
almost as professionals and the 
talented ones are taken under 
wing as early as the second or 
third grade level, Lee says.He feels 
that the mass educatiomn' system in 
China and their sheer numbers 
put many Western countries at 3 
disadvantage. 

EVALUATING 

As a physician，Dr， Lee often 
assists the coaches in evaluating 
athletes for the team. Itis not a 
Simple matter like who can jump 
or run the best.“We look at first， 
the family history; second， the 
physical* qualifications; third， 
reflex time; fourth, the size of the 
heart; fifth,， lung size; sixth， 
muscular development; seventh， 
psychological testing; and eighth， 
dedication， His advice to coaches 
who want to change the habits of 
Successful athletes is: ”never 
change their style，even 这 过 is 
unorthodox，and never change 
their food habits. “If they eat 
spaghetti and meatballs in Italy， 
letthem,”he comments.

EMOTIONAL 

It was a powerful emotional

As the Americans traveled 
through China，beginning in the 
north on Nov，5 and moving 
South in an attempt to stay ahead 
of the advancing winter, they kept 
reminding themselves not to act 
like “ugly Americans.”Ironically， 
they were often mistaken for 
Japanese. 

Yee Said Japanese businessmen 
and tourists are becoming in- 
creasingly comimon in China and， 
despite bitter memories of the 
Japanese ， occupation， are 
apparently quite welcome now， 

The Americans were given first 
class treatment， The applauding 
children。” that have charmed 
foreigners mysteriously appeared 
at their bus. At theaters, they were 
ushered to the head of the line and 
given special seats. 

Yee sometimes wore a Chinese 
cap and coat and might not have 
been readily identified as a tourist， 
But the women in the American 
group wore western clothing，a 
sharp contrast to the uniforms and 
Pigtails worn by most Chinese 
women. 5 

The group's one comPplaint was 
the lack of heat in some hotel 
TO00ms. To conserve scarce enerTgy， 
heat is not turned on in parts of 
China_ until a _ certain date each 


year,， regardless of what the 
weather is like. 
DENTISTRY 


Yee is in a good position to 
compare dentistry in America and 
China. When he was chairman of 
the American Dental Association's 
Council on Dental Education，he 
made accreditation trips to many 
of the nation's dental schools. He 
also served on the state Board of 
Dental 下 xaminers for eight years 
(as president in 1969) and was a 
Special examiner for the board for 
four years afterward. 


In China， he visited dental ， 


facilities at Toishan，Hangchow， 
the University of Peking and a 
Shanghai commune. Yee's general 
conclusion: Chinese dentistry is 
about where American dentistry 
was in the 1940s and there are 
shortages of Supplies and equip- 
ment，but the people seem to be 
getting adequate care. 

The drills are not high-speed. 
Crowns are pre-formed shells 
rather than _ individual castings 
made for each patient. While the 
Ghinese dentist works standing 
alone on a patient sitting nearly 
upright，most American dentists 
now sit over a prIone patient and， 
with an assistant，practice“four- 
hand”dentistry， 

Chinese _ dental facilities are 
usually jlocated in or near a 
hospital. The straightening of 
teeth is :largely limited te big 
cities， Gum disease may be more 
prevalent in China. 

America with its 200 million 
plus population has 60 dental 
schools，China with 800 million 
plus has 20. - 

SCHOOLS 

Schools in both countries take a 
limited number of. new_ students 
each year，usually 60 to 100. 
Chinese students enter .dental 
school right after high school and 
attend for five years. A practicing 
Chinese qdentist is often assisted by 
eight to 10 paramedics, trained by 
himself during a two-year period .

The 
critic Stanley 和 aufftman once 
wrote that “all of Ritts pictures 
stem from a genuine concern with 
the way people live togehter and 
how it might be improved.”Ritt 
reinforced this opinion when he 
told the Ne York Times that in 
“Norma Rae”the“themes are the 
themes Tve always been involved 
in exploring，the human 
condition.” His films are “con- 
ceived on a very moral note,”Ritt 
said. 

The late cinematographer

JOAN OF ARC 

“I want her (Jordan) to see the 
film now，to satisfy her with the 
treatment of the labor movement， 
and to see that she comes off like 
Joan of Arc,”Ritt told the ZLA 
Times，Kopple has seen“Norma 
Rae”and saidq that“I think that 
the film stands on its own，but I 
think the story of Crystal Lee has 
yet to be told.”Jordan said she 
wants “people to see a strong 
union fm ”and that she is left 
with the impression that commer- 
cial films often exploit“the sexual 
aspect of life.” 

Jordan has nothing to worry 
about. “Norma Rae” does justice 
to the best elements of the labor 
movement by showing that some- 
times a sexual attraction is sub- 
jugated for the sake of a righteous 
cause. The attraction between the 
labor organizer and Norma Rae is 


one that neither allows to develop.

Leading the Symposium were 
Prof. Pierre Rvckmans，author of 
Chinese Shaodots， and Chen 
Jo-hsi， author of Thpe xecution of 
Afayor Yin、a _ collection of stories 
about the Chinese people under 
Cultural Revolution 

CHANGE 

Ryvckmans first_ identified the 
major phases of literary change 
during the last fiftv years in 
China.He told the audience that 
literature of the post-May-EFourth 


.period，the 1920s and 30s，was 


marked by tremendous vitality 
and diversity: It was ”“a jliterature 
as a Witness of realities，a fighting 
literature ”; committed not so 
much to introspection but to the 
exXposure of Pressing social prob- 
lems.，Rvckmans explained that 
this era came to an end with the 
onslaught of Japanese military 
aggression in the late 1930s and 
with Mao Tse-tungs 1942 Yenan 
Speech on the role of art and 
literature in ， Society， It was 
here that Mao defined  a new 


orthodox policy to mobilize the 
people for the war effort. 
Rvckmans explained that “the 
intejlectuals had to learn how to 
talk to peasants and make effec- 
tive war pIopaganda . ，， This 
makes a lot of sense，but out of 
context， as a_ universal philosoph- 
ical truth，it is catastrophic.”He 
went on to Say that Maos dictum 
was very much “a circumstantial 
writing that made sense at that 
time in that narrow context.”The 
concrete issue at Yenan，he said， 
was war on two fronts;， the KM 


on the one hand and the Japanese ， 


on the other，But of the war 
context, it was of very little use， 
DIVIDINGC 

Ryvckmans then pinpointed 1949 
as the dividing jline in modern 
literature. He said that atthattime 
there was a striking silence of 
writers，even among those who 
were' Svympathizers .of the jleft， 
“The literary Scene was barren 
and bleak . .literature was not 
for artistic appreciation.” 

In the 1950's;， the Soviet (non- 
Stalinist) literature of socialist 
realism became the model for 
Chinese writers， he continued. 
Literary characters emerged in 
Stories that were basically neutral. 
Thevy were neither good nor bad， 
Simply real human beings. 
However by the 1960's literature 
was characterized by revolution- 
arv ToOmanticism. Archetypes and 
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Novelist Chen-Jo-hsi. 


enlarged heroes replaced real 
human beings， This meant the 
utter destruction of any Writing 
which did not conform to Maos 
Yenan doctrine of literature as 3 
political tool. This trend reached 
its peak during the Cultural Revo- 
lution. 

As China now emerges out of 
the _ Cultural Revolution， Ryck: 
mans said we have little informa- 
tion upon which to evaluate that 
periods impact on the ordinary 
person. It wasnt until Chen Jo- 
hsi came out of China that we 
could begin to_ see the _ Cultural 
Revolution's deep effects, he said 

OBSERVATIONS 
Chen Jo-hsi then began her talk

In the early 1970's, she began, a 
high school graduate from 
Nanking was sent to the country- 
side，He wrote a poem about 
being homesick and when 让 
became well known and Popular， 
he was sentenced to ten years in 
jail.

There is a_ call for democracy 
among the people, not just demo-

wait and see how much emanci- 
pation of thought will take place， 
she cautioned. If the demand for 
the release of three writers Dow 
imprisoned is unconditionally 
granted，then this might bring 
about a more open society in 
which underground literature 
could flourish.
